Mr. Eniilie Hoquet Vannier of Her- 
mosa avenue, one of the older resi¬ 
dents and pioneers of the place, died 
.suddenly I'liday nignt. A month pre- 
yiousiy lit* iiaci t*\ 2 ite seriously 

ill but had so far recovered that his 
passing away came as^ a severe shock 
to his family, friends and the com- 
mumty. 

He was bom in New York Dec. 22, 
1849, of French and English parent¬ 
age, attended Polytechnique Institute 
in Brooklyn, later traveling abroad 
and studying agriculture at universi¬ 
ties in Halli and Hohenheim, Ger¬ 
many, where he and Professor John 
Hart were associated in college lif. 
together. 

Upon his return he settled in north¬ 
ern New Jersey, where he married 
Miss Marion Webster. Coming to 
California in 1887, he came to Sierra 
Madre, through Prof. Hart’s influence; 
purchasing the home property from 
him and establishing the home for 
Mrs. Vannier and the family, who lat¬ 
er followed him here and have' since 
resided. 

A man quiet and assuming, he was 
nevertheless greatly interested in lo¬ 
cal affairs, in the past having actively 
served the city and community on the 
water board and as director of the li¬ 
brary board. 

He was a great student and lover 
of books and a constant reader. 

He is survived by a sister, Mrs. 
George G. Shaw of Dover, N. J., and 
a brother, Mr. Henry E. Vannier, of 
Crewe, Virginia; his widow, two 
daughters. Miss Florence Vannier of 
this olace, and Miss Marion L. Van¬ 
nier, superintendent og the Miller hos¬ 
pital at St. Paul; and two sons, C. 
Frederick and W. Webster VCannier. 

Funeral services took place Monday 
morning at the Gay funeral parlors. 
Dean Shaw and the Rev. Dr. Cornell 
officiating. The two hymns, "Abide 
With Me,’’ and "Soldier Rest Thy 
Warfare O.’er,” were impressively 
sung by Mrs. Hawks and Mrs. Hawx- 
hurst, accompanied by Miss Frances 
Webster. Pall bearers were three 
nephews, Franklin, Clinton and Les¬ 
lie Webster, two brothers-in-law, Ben 
F. and T. M. Webster, and Mr. James 
N. Hawks; honorary pall bearers be¬ 
ing Prof. John Hart, S. R. Norris, W. 
S, Andrews, and L. E. Steinebrger, all 
of this place, old time residents and 
friends of llie deceased. 

Interment was at San Gabriel cem- 
tery.

Every one is invited, whether a 
member of the farm bureau or not, 
or whether or not you are a rancher, 
come and spend a profitable evening. 


W. W. Felgate, who has agreed to 
act as manager for the Flower Show 
which IS to be held April 29 and 30, 
every one whu iiaa not ycc 
started their exhibits, to begin plant¬ 
ing at one’e. At this time of year, 
growtn will be slow for six weeks, 
and there is no time to be lost if a 
creditable showing is to be made. 

It is too late to do much with seeds. 
Poppies planted immediately will 
bloom by that time, if the weaiher is 
favorable; also the early varieties of 
sweet peas and practically all varie¬ 
ties of nasturtiums. 

The following varieties should 
bloom if good healthy plants are se¬ 
lected and transplanted immediately: 

Canterbury Bells, Ceneraria, Cen- 
turia, Cosmos, Cornflowers (blue). 
Forget-me-not, Foxglove, An. Lark¬ 
spur, Marigold, Pansies, Petunia, 
Primrose, Snapdragon, Stock. 

At that date there will be a won¬ 
derful showing of rosei: and many of 
the perrenials. 

Sierra Madre ha.s. had such wonder¬ 
ful exhibits in the past which were 
due to the hearty co-operation of 
practically every one in town, that the 
committee feels sure that with a sim¬ 
ilar interest and helpfulness on the 
part of our citizens, this year’s show 
will not fall below our high standard. 

Further details as to entries, etc., 
w’ill be published from time to time 
and Mr. Felgate will be glad to give 
helpful advice to anyone who is pre¬ 
paring exhibits.
